official judges voted for her for first and the other nine 
firsts were divided among five different calves. Strath- 
more Jasmine won the Reserve award with 34 points. 
Bessie Ormsby Oriole with 22 was third over Carnation 
Inka Bonnie with 21. Bessie Ormsby Gladice and L- 
Jaicee Vesta Piebe were tied for fifth place with 16 
each, closely followed by Strathmore Mary Koba Heilo 
with 15. 

The Man-O-War Get won the top honor with 77 
points, getting just half the first place votes. The other 
nine votes for first went five to King Toitilla Acme and 
four to Johanna Rag Apple Pabst but the Rag Apples, 
with 11 second place votes took the Reserve honor by a 
fairly comfortable margin, 64 to 53. It was the Man- 
0-War Get of 1933 that seemed to be favored although 
all votes for Man-O-War were credited, regardless of 
year. 

High score for Produce went to Mankato Lassie 
Ormsby with 99 votes, the high score for any class with 
the exception of the aged bulls. Twelve of the judges 
picked the Lassies for first place and five for second, 
only one failing to mention them. The 1931 group 
was favored for the honor. May Heilo Sensation was 
a strong Reserve with 52 points over Washington Beauty 
Korndyke Kaan with 36. 


It is interesting to note that only two animals ex- 
hibited prior to 1930 were named for the All-Time All- 
American, those two being Sir Fobes Ormsby Henger- 
veld (1928) and Triune Papoose Piebe (1926 and 1927), 
Three of the selections came from the year 1931, two 
each from 1932, 1933 and 1935, and one each from 1926, 
1927, 1928, 1934, 1936 and 1937. 


Of the fifteen All-Time All-American designations, 
three are credited to the ownership of Elmwood Farms, 
Deerfield, Ill. and two each to Maytag Dairy Farms, 
Newton, Iowa, Wisconsin Board of Control and Har- 
grove & Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa. The others went one 
to a customer, to Wimbledon Farms, Annapolis, Md., 
Mount Victoria Farms, Hudson Heights, Que., Colony 
Farm, Essondale, B. C., Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis., 
Legault Bros., Hermas, Que. and C. E. Griffith, Big 
Cabin, Okla. Note the . ide distribution of these top 
honors all over North America. 


THE POPULAR VOTING CONTEST 

The popular voting contest on all All-Time All- 
Americans brought in 855 ballots from 37 states, with 
over 100 votes from Canada and others from England, 
Mexico, Cuba and Puerto Rico. This is not as many 
Popular ballots as were received in our All-American 
contest last winter but we did not expect as many due 
= the more complicated nature of the contest and the 
usy season of the year. We have had many pleasing 
saeentions of interest on the part of breeders and 
: gery all over the world all testifying the great 
atue of such a study of the top type of the breed. 


In scoring the popular ballots, we gave seven points 
= — All-American picked correctly and ten points 
in k. cking both All-American and Reserve correctly 
pan class. Four points went for reversing the All- 
mene can and Reserve in any class and one point for 
eae the correct All-American and putting in the 
offiel : Position either the official All-American or the 

al Reserve, also one point for missing the correct

In most classes the popular vote followed the of- 
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ficial vote rather closely. In the five of the six bull 
classes, the popular vote for All-Time All-American was 
exactly the same as the official vote. In the senior 
yearling class, the popular choice was Wimbledon Dean 
Marathon, official Reserve, the popular Reserve being 
King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, official third choice. 
The voting public would also have put in King Bessie 
Ormsby Pietertje as Reserve two-year-old in place of 
his son, K.B.K.O. and would have made Waupun Tri- 
tomia Fobes Homestead Reserve junior yearling in place 
of King Bessie Geraldine and Man-O-War Concentrate 
Reserve calf in place of King Bessie Senator. 


In aged cows the popular vote went to Montvic Rag 
Apple Bonheur with Sensation Zilla of Baker Farm as 
Reserve and dropping the official winner, Triune Papoose 
Piebe down to third place. They would, however, have 
put Triune Papoose Piebe first among the four-year-olds, 
with Montvic Rag Apple Bonheur Reserve by a narrow 
margin over ‘‘Ellenvale.’’ Popular honors for three- 
year-olds went to Carnation Edna Walker with Empire 
Lassie Ormsby Maid Reserve. Two-year-olds were the 
same as the official choice For senior yearling the public 
picked Bessie Ormsby Rachel with Netherland Belle 
Homestead nosing out Triune Papoose Piebe for Reserve. 
Junior yearling choices were just reserved. For calves 
they picked ‘‘Papoose”’ for first but gave the edge for 
Reserve to Strathmore Mary Koba Heilo over the of- 
ficial Reserve, Strathmore Jasmine. Popular placings 
for Get and Produce were the same as the official choices. 


To summarize, the popular vote in five classes picked 
both All-American and Reserve correctly. In four other 
classes they named the official All-American but missed 
on Reserve. In one class they reversed the All-American 
and Reserve official placings and in the other five classes 
they put the official Reserve in first place. This gives 
the combined popular vote a score of 87 as compared 
with the official vote. 


There were no high scores in this contest and there 
was a great variety of opinion among the popular voters 
as indeed there was among the official judges. Out ofa 
possible 150 points, no contestant was able to break 
one-hundred. Top score of 99 was made by William 
Senft, Rio, Wisconsin, closely followed by Max E. Brink, 
Clarkston, Mich. with 98. Third went to John H. Older, 
Thamesford, Ont. with 96. Harvey Swartz, Mendota, 
Wis. and Robert McDonald, West Salem, Wis. were tied 
for fourth at 95 each. The 51 prize winners in the 
contest included six with scores of 76, the low score to 
get into the money. 


Although Wisconsin wins first money, Iowa leads 
for number of prize winning contestants, with 10, fol- 
lowed by New York with 7, Wisconsin with 6, and On- 
tario, Canada with 5. Michigan and Minnesota have four 
each, Missouri 3, New Jersey, Illinois and Alberta, 
Canada two each, and one each for Indiana, Ohio, Que- 
bec, South Dakota, Texas and Washington. 


Ballots were received from 37 states and five foreign 
countries. New York leads with 137, followed by Can- 
ada with 102, ballots being received from nearly afl 
Canadian provinces. Wisconsin is well up with 91 fol- 
lowed by Iowa with 71. 


It is interesting to note that Ralph E. Albrecht, 
Sumner, Iowa, who was one of the three contestants 
that tied for first place in our All-American contest last 
winter, placed seventh on the present contest. Harvey 
Swartz, herdsman at Mendota State Hospital, who placed 
fifth last winter, is tied for fourth place this fall. Others 
winning prizes in both contests are M. G. Seath, Basking 
Ridge, N. J. and R. L. Cotton, Parker, S. D.

Pre-vue of the National 


ED LETTER DAYS for the Holstein industry will be 
R October 11 and 12 when Paul B. Misner will pass 

his best judgment on some 180 head of the tops of 
the breed at the 29th National Dairy Show. According 
to the list of Holstein entries just received from Sec’y 
Lloyd Burlingham, it will be a truly international affair, 
with 15 head of Canadian Holsteins entered by nine 
breeders and some 165 more from 16 U. S. exhibitors, 
representing ten states from coast to coast and from the 
Canadian border to the Mason-Dixon Line. 


Of the larger exhibitors we find Elmwood Farms of 
Illinois with 16 head; Maytag Dairy Farms with 18 head 
in addition to several jointly owned bulls; Cornell Uni- 
versity of New York with 16 head; Lauxmont Farms of 
Pennsylvania with 16; Wisconsin Board of Control and 
Michigan State Herds, with 15 head from the state insti- 
tution herds of the two states; Pabst Farms of Wisconsin 
with 15; Paganok Holstein Farms of Missouri with 14; 
Wait Farms of New York with 13 and Oosterhuis Farms 
of Wisconsin with 10. The home state, Ohio, will be 
represented by Chas. H. Lewis & Sons with three head 
and the Dellingers as joint owners of one of the May- 
tag bulls. From Indiana comes an exhibit of six from 
Zeldenrust Farms and one from Earlham College; and 
from Maryland, four head from Dunloggin. Adohr Milk 
Farms of California has entered one animal as has Gray- 
moor Farms Dairy of New York. 


Among the Canadian exhibits, the largest group is 
entered by Jack Fraser, five head, with another from 
the herd of his father, W. J. Fraser. George Bell enters 
three head and others with one each are Fred M. Halli- 
day, Smith Haven, Joseph Vaillancourt, Fred R. Thorn- 
ton and C. C. Haviland of Ontario and Colby C. Lewis of 
Prince Edward Island. 

Looking over the entry list we feel assured that there 
will be present both grand champions from at least half 
a dozen of our leading state fairs of the year, Illinois, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Ohio, Michigan and Maryland besides 
the grand champion bulls at Wisconsin and Missouri and 
probably the grand champion female from London, Ont. 

It is interesting to note that Dunloggin is sending to 
the National as an educational exhibit the thirteen head 
they are showing at Eastern States and Trenton and 
will show four of them in the open classes, an aged bull 
and three aged cows. Judge Misner, being manager of 
Dunloggin, has asked Prof. Kildee to fit the Dunloggin 
entries into the line. We are told that these four will 
be Woodmaster and his maternal sister, Pearl 2d, and 


New Year Belle and her maternal sister, Dunloggin 
Bessie Homestead, who was grand champion at Maryland 
State Fair and Reading, Pa., this year. This will give 
them two entries in the Produce class. 

The following discussion is intended to be in no 
sense a prediction of what will happen when the judge 
ties the ribbons, but is just a brief outline of what you 
are likely to see in the various classes. The Lauxmont 
and Oosterhuis herds have not been making the circuit 
this year and are unknown quantities at this writing, 
but both are sure to have something good in a large 
number of classes. Last year it will be remembered 
that Oostie sprung a surprise by bringing out a grand 
champion female with Lauxmont showing the runner-up 
to her in class, neither cow having been listed among 
the winners in previous shows. We are also unable to 
know what those exhibitors showing only a few head 
will bring out, especially those from Canada and we 
ask our readers to bear this in mind when later com- 
paring this story with the final results. 

Judging will start with the bull calf class with May- 
tag’s undefeated Man-O-War Seven-Up favored on the 
‘dope sheet’? on the strength of his record. Calves 
change a lot during the season and some of his com- 
petitors have been coming on fast to give him a run for 
his money. These include Pabst Sir Paul Premier, junior 
champion at Ohio, King Bessie Design, first at Minnesota, 
Wait Farm Posch Romeo, second to the junior cham- 
pion at New York, with probably a number of ‘dark 
horses.”’ ; 

Junior yearling bulls will include Wisconsin Board 
of Control’s Fitzall bull, winner at Wisconsin, lowa and 
Minnesota; the Maytag-Mascarenhas bull, Man-O-War 
Inka Posch, who seldom places below second; King Bes- 
sie Diamond from Elmwood, always standing well up; 
the Jack Fraser bull, Lonsdale Ne Plus Sir Jemima, 8¢¢- 
ond at the C. N. E. and others. 

Among senior yearling bulls, King Bessie Senator, 
Elmwood entry, has been undefeated in state fair com- 
petition. Ionia Masterpiece Model won for Michigan 
State Herds at Missouri, Ohio and Michigan. Wait Farm 
Mercedes Ormsby Judge was first at New York with 
Cornell Pride 16th just down the line from him. King 
Bessie Segis Plus has always been a high money bull 
for Zeldenrust. Wisconsin Korndyke Ebenezer has been 
doing better and better all season and Posch Last Lad 
broke into first in class at London for Maytag.

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Catastrophe at 


ISASTER from wind and flood brought the East- 
D ern States Exposition of 1938 to a sudden end 

Wednesday afternoon, just after the Holstein 
judging was completed, with Guernsey and Ayrshire fe- 
male classes still to be judged. Jerseys were finished on 
Tuesday. Rain fell almost constantly from Saturday 
(when the exhibits were being placed) through Wed- 
nesday. The Connecticut and Agawam rivers were 
approaching flood stage, but Exposition officials were 
reassuring because of the new dikes, some five or six 
feet higher than were available for the floods of 1936 
and 1927. Then, in mid-afternoon on Wednesday, along 
with the down-pour of rain, came a gale of hurricane 
proportions, which flattened every exhibit tent on the 
fair grounds, tore the roof off the grandstand and made 
the grounds not only a sea of mud but a shambles of 
wreckage. The beautiful 150-year-old elms, which were 
the pride and glory of so many of these Massachusetts 
towns, were toppled by the thousands, closing most 
arteries of traffic, tangling all ground telephone and 
telegraph service and electric power lines. The National 
Guard was at once called out to patrol the darkened 
communities of the region. It was still felt that the Ex- 
position grounds were reasonably safe from flood waters, 
but about 5 A. M. Thursday, police sirens roused the 
cattle exhibitors with the warning that the dikes were 
giving way. In the early morning darkness, the cattle 
were all promptly and safely moved out, some taking 
refuge in their railroad cars, others being taken to the 
nearby Agawam race track where comfortable quarters 
on high ground were available in the horse stalls. The 
remainder of the Exposition, of course, was cancelled 
but just when the show cattle can move on to their later 
engagements is still very much of a question at the time 
this is written. Springfield, like many another New 
England community, is practically marooned. Wash- 
outs of road bed and bridges will make it impossible to 
move any trains until extensive repair work can be com- 
pleted, while telegraph and telephone communication is 
entirely cut off. There were no casualties at the Expo- 
sition Grounds, and all of the valuable animals, so far 
as we have been able to learn, are safe and unharmed. 
The storm is estimated to have caused over $100,000,000 
in damage throughout its whole area along the Eastern 
seaboard, and claimed over 400 lives. Outbound auto- 
mobile traffic from Springfield was able to get out to 
Albany by circuitous routes Thursday afternoon. The 
Exposition, which is operated by a private organization, 
without direct state aid, will take’ a serious loss as a 
result of the unfortunate circumstances, but they are a 
courageous and public-spirited group; the organization 
is soundly financed with a strong reserve fund, and it is 
our earnest hope and expectation that they will weather 


the storm and be able to continue their fine service to 
Eastern agriculture.

his big, broadrumped Graymoor Master Posch, was sent 
uj to head the line. Quonquont and Osborndale fol- 
lowed with younger calves of excellent quality. Osborn- 
dale scored in the junior yearlings with Osborndale 
Tovarich Ormsby May, one of their coming young herd 
sires, by Sir Bess Ormsby May and from Montvic Rag 
Apple Colantha. He is a big fellow, beautifully topped. 
Wait Farm Mercedes Ormsby Judge, unbeaten winner 
from Wait Farm, was top senior yearling and easily the 
junior champion of the show. He has grown out with 
all the fine promise he showed as an unbeaten calf last 
year. He carries plenty of size and balance, with a fine 
top and middle, and real’ finish throughout. The two- 
year-olds had only two contenders, but they were a real 
pair—Cornucopia Lad Wardlaw from Wait Farm, and 
Wimbledon Dean Marathon 4th from Wimbledon. The 
latter retains the compelling style that has distinguished 
him in his two previous successful years of showing, but 
the Cornucopia bull has rare finish and balance, and with 
his stronger rear end, was able to reverse the verdict 
of last year when they met here as yearlings. The aged 
bulls (including 3-year-olds) brought out a popular win- 
ner in Dunloggin Woodmaster, famous Dunloggin sire. 
Looking somewhat in style, he is dairy—dairy—dairy. 
A well known judge of another breed commented that 
if we had been putting up such dairy bulls as this in 
our shows for the past 20 years, both breeds would now 
be far ahead. Woodmaster went through to senior and 
grand championship. 


The Female Classes 

Dunloggin scored one-two in the class for cows four 
years and over. Winner was our old friend, Dunloggin 
Bessie Homestead, All-American winner as a 3-year-old 
in 1936. She has grown out into a 1700-lb. cow of 
great strength and balance. She showed here bone dry. 
Her beautiful uddered sister, Dunloggin Bessie Maid, 
placed second in class, and had friends for the top. Dun- 
loggin also spread-eagled the three-year-old class with 
first, second and third places on beautiful uddered 
heifers, two by Woodmaster, one by Laird. Quonquont’s 
fourth prize winner in this class was good enough to 
win the Massachusetts’ Department of Agriculture 
Trophy for Best Cow of the Show, bred and owned in 
Massachusetts. Osborndale headed the 2-year-olds with 
a good uddered daughter of Sir Piebe Inka May Fayne. 
Outstanding junior female was Wimbledon’s senior 
yearling heifer, Wimbledon Belle Empress, an Emperor 
daughter. Carrying wonderful size and strength with 
balance and finish, she left no room for doubt above 
Wait’s fine Emily heifer that won this class at New York. 
Quonquont headed the junior yearlings with a very 
dairylike Modest daughter, and Osborndale brought out 
a lovely calf as a clear top for that section. Dam is 
their Tillamook daughter of Sir Inka May. 

The Groups 

In the groups, Osborndale stepped out in front of 
a strong line with four by Sir Piebe Inka May Fayne, 
Dunloggin being close behind with four black Wood- 
masters. Dunloggin had two marvelous Produce en- 
tries, each containing a grand champion, with a 1,000- 
lb. fat cow as a side-kick. Dunloggin Bessie Homestead 
and New Year Belle finally took the call over Wood- 
master and Pearl 2d. Dunloggin still had enough power 
to take the dairy herd, even with Bessie Homestead in 
the barn, she being neither “in reasonable flow of milk” 
or “with udder distended to show close approach to 
freshening.” Wait Farm topped the young herd group. 
Special trophies offered here, in addition to the Massa- 
chusetts special, include two from Highlawn Farms for 
the Get and Produce classes. Joe Natwick had another 
valued piece of silverware in the class for ten head of 
breeding cattle. The Dunloggin group here was a won- 
derfully uniform entry and a great tribute to the work 
Messrs. Natwick and Misner are doing at Dunloggin.

Morley, whose great aged cow, Shungavalley Creamelle 
was Senior and Grand Champion female and whose mar- 
velous Senior yearling heifer, Ormsby Segis Ruby Sensa- 
tion, a daughter of Mount Riga Sir Ruby, was a well 
placed Junior Champion female. 


Indiana, however, found solace in the fact that a 
son of Dick Paul’s great show bull, King Bessie Korn- 
dyke Ormsby, labeled K. B. K. O. 9th, 662250, was Se- 
nior and Grand Champion male for John T. Brokhage, 
Vincennes, Ind. A massive bull like his sire but a little 
more upstanding, with a marvelous rump and wonderful 
front end, coupled with an unusually deep, well sprung 
and long body, he was a well deserved grand champion. 
Junior champion was a K. B. K. O. grandson, sired by 
the famous ‘‘14th’’.. He was King Bessie Korndyke Jo- 
hanna Lad, owned by Earlham College. In addition to 
these slashing victories for the K. B. K. O. line, another 
son, K. B. K. O. 23d, won the red in the three-year-old 
bull class for C. M. Bottema & Sons, Indianapolis, who 
also won second junior yearling and heifer calf with 
daughters of ‘“‘23d’’ while his Junior Get placed third. 
Bottema also won the two-year-old class with Man-O- 
War Bessie of Osage Lane, whose dam is a K. B. K. O. 
daughter. After this showing you can readily under- 
stand why our good friend, Dick Paul, was wearing ‘‘the 
smile that wouldn’t come off.” 


Mooseheart won the three-year-old bull class with 
Emperor of Mooseheart, who shows continued improve- 
ment as the season advances. Morley had a standout in 
the junior yearling bull class won by Shungavalley Home- 
stead Lad and Halbach crashed through for a blue with 
Bell Boy Pontiac Valdice, to head the calf class, the 
largest bull class in the show. 

In the aged cow class, Morley, Mooseheart and Wim- 
bledon staged a three-cornered battle for first place, 
with Judge Gillette finally putting the recently fresh 
Shungavalley Creamelle at the top of the line over Belle 
Johanna Ormsby Girl from Mooseheart, much improved 
over her form at Springfield, with the Wimbledon star, 
Lashbrook Pearl Ormsby Burke, in third.

The show was rather provincial from the spectators’ 
standpoint, for after printing an elaborate catalog with 
numbers for each entry, no identifying numbers were 
given the exhibitors. This made it necessary to stick 
close to the clerk in order to get the list of winners. 
This is a condition that should be remedied at a fair of 
this calibre. In the main, Judge L. S. Gillette did a 
good job in placing the animals, even though hurried all 
day in order to finish by sundown. 

Blue ribbon awards were as follows: C. M. Bottema 
& Sons, four; Ralsa F. Morley, three, with three cham- 
pionships; Wimbledon Farms, three; Mooseheart, two; 
H. W. Halbach & Sons, two; John T. Brookhage, one and 
two championships; Earlham College, one and one cham- 
pionship; John A. Newman & Sons and Phillip Tappan, 
one each. In the red awards the Bottema’s had five, 
Wimbledon & Hallbach, three each; Mooseheart, two, 
with Kraft Phoenix Cheese Corporation, Summitville, 
Indiana; Hidden Gold Dairy, R. E. Mangus, Kalb & 
Blosser, and St, Meinrad’s Abbey having one each. In 
third prize awards Wimbledon led all the rest with 
seven, the next in line being: Bottema & Sons, Moose- 
heart, and Morley, with two each, while Halbach, Hidden 
Gold Dairy, Harshman & Peters, and Clee Hibschman 
had one each.

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Topeka Stages a Good Holstein Show 


Five Kansas Black and White dis- 
trict herds showed a total of 79 
cattle by 24 different exhibitors at 
the Kansas Free Fair on Tuesday, 
September 13. The large number of 
exhibitors represented partially ac- 
counted for the interested ringside 
which witnessed the judging done 
by Floyd Johnston of the Iowa State 
College, Ames, Iowa. It was John- 
ston’s first appearance as judge in a 
Kansas show ring, but the ease and 
rapidity with which he worked plus 
his splendid reasons given over a 
public address system to the eager 
ringside of breeders won him many 
friends as well as much respect as 
a Holstein judge. 

The winnings between the various 
district herds were fairly evenly 
divided due largely to the premium 
money set up which allows each dis- 
trict the same amount of money in 
the district herd division. Winnings 
in individual classes, however, placed 
the North Central group, whose dis- 
trict centers around Washington 
County, slightly in the lead. 

rrand champion honors were won 
by the offsprings of the same sire, 
Sir Billy DeKol Jenny 586462, a 
sire proved in the H. J. Meierkord 
herd at Linn, Kansas, but now in 
service at the St. Joseph’s Home at 
Abilene. Grand champion bull, 
Meierkord Sir Billy Johanna 662372, 
was owned and exhibited by Mike 
Schroll, Greenleaf. This bull was 
winner in the aged bull class. The 
grand champion cow was the winner 
in the three- and four-year-old cow 
class and was Meierkord Billy Neth- 
erland Fancy 1738732. This cow 
will be remembered as having placed 
second in a hot three-year-old class 
at the Dairy Cattle Congress at Wa- 
terloo last fall .She was showing al- 
most dry but came out in wonderful 
form with an extremely nice top line 
and splendid body conformation. 
Judge Johnston found her much to 
his liking, and with slightly more 
rear udder, she would be hard to 
stop in any show. 

The junior champion bull went to 
Ira Romig and Sons on Shungaval- 
ley Bell Monogram, who was winner 
in the bull calf class. This bull was 
a close winner over the first prize 
yearling, Osawatomie Cloud Burton 
738578, shown by the Oswatomie 
State Hospital, Osawatomie. The 
North Central group broke through 
for another championship when their 
junior yearling copped junior cham- 
pion female honors. This heifer, 
Meierkord Triune Polkadote Sugar 
1933609, was bred and shown by H. 
J. Meierkord, Linn. Ringside com- 
ments from those who had _ seen 
many of the state fairs this year 
agreed that this heifer was on a par 
with the winners in this class at 
many of the larger state fairs. In 
winning the junior champion honor 
she defeated the first prize heifer 
calf, Shungavalley Stylist Betty 
1943176, and the first prize senior 
yearling, Shungavalley Monogram 
Homestead 1938468, both shown by 
Romigs. 

In the milking female classes, just 
one, the two-year-old class, proved

to be mediocre. In this class, John- 
ston finally selected Jessica Colantha 
Ababa 1831451, owned by C. F. 
Fickel and Sons. This heifer was 
slightly young for her class but ap- 
peared quite milky and carried a 
rather nice udder. There were bet- 
ter bodied cows than her in the class, 
but Johnston thought her udder was 
good enough to leave her up. 

The three- and four-year-old cows, 
which are shown together at Topeka, 
brought out the feature class of the 
show. Among the 13 animals shown, 
at least four or five had their ring- 
side backers. In Johnston’s final 
selection, the choice for top hinged 
between Meierkord Billy Netherland 
Fancy 1738732, exhibited by Meier- 
kord, and Lady Isabel Gerben Orms- 
by 1731395 shown by Fickel. The 
former had the advantage in body 
and in fore attachment of udder 
while the Fickel entry had a longer 
udder and showed slightly more re- 
finement. Had the show been held 
the previous day, it is doubtful if the 
decision would have been the same 
for the Lady cow of Fickel’s dropped 
twin calves the night before and was 
not showing to her best. In third 
place was Springrock Tritomia Posch 
1915660 shown by the Meyer Dairy 
Farm Company, Basehor, and she 
too was top notcher but lacked some- 
what in depth and width of body to 
compete with the two above her. - 

Tne aged cow class presented a 
real problem for Johnston. He had 
his choice among Gretta Piebe 
1646140 shown by Ira Romig and 
Sons, Meierkord Jose Babe 1480040 
shown by H. J. Meierkord, and St. 
Mary’s Lady Skylark De _ Kol 
1514264 exhibited by the St. Mary’s 
College, St. Marys. The first two 
mentioned cows were much more re- 
fined than the St. Mary’s entry but 
lacked strength, size, and body ca- 
pacity to the St. Mary’s cow. The 
final decision left the three cows 
lined up in the order of Romig, 
Meierkord, and St. Marys. 

The get-of-sire class went to Ira 
Romig on Forum Stylist Monogram 
710813 which was a young get but 
one which showed more uniformity 
than the Sir Billy De Kol Jenny 
686462 showed by H. J. Meierkord. 
If the Meierkord get had had four 
animals as good as three of those 
shown, the odds would have been 
in their favor. Fickel placed third 
with a very creditable get of L Jai 
Cee Joe Ormsby 649981. Meierkord’s 
grand champion four-year-old cow 
teamed up with her half sister to win 
the produce-of-dam _ class. This 
made an outstanding pair and one 
which would stand much competi- 
tion. Second went to a_ produce 
shown by Fickel and third to Romig. 

The Black and White district 
herds constituted the real climax of 
the show when five district groups 
consisting of 10 animals each filled 
the ring. These groups which rep- 
resent animals which participated in 
the spring show program consisted 
of animals from 24 different Kansas 
exhibitors. wach group had four or 
more different exhibitors and no one 
exhibitor was allowed more than 


four animals in a group. A differey- 
tial was made as to ribbons but each 
group received the same prize Money 
($100), thereby making the compe- 
tition entirely fair. The North Cep. 
tral group which had won both grand 
champions plus junior champion fe. 
male was first, the Capitol Holsteip 
group which included the Romig 
herd was second, and the third went 
to Southeast Kansas.

The Western Fair at London 


Ontario’s Western Fair at Lon- 
don was particularly interesting this 
year, with Maytag Farms entered in 
the strong competition that brought 
out a total of 143 head in the open 
classes, and included herds from 
three Provinces. 

Lonsdale Ne Plus Sir Model, Mc- 
Carthy’s great two-year-old and All- 
American senior yearling bull of last 
year, continued his march toward an 
undefeated season, annexing the 
senior and grand championship for 
the third time this year. Colby 
Lewis’ Rooker Francy the Great, 
topped the aged bull class and went 
on to the reserve senior and reserve 
grand championship, but looked 
pretty small in his class along side 
of the massive Man-O-War Ormsby 
Pesch of the Maytag string. Among 
the Maytag winnings were a reserve 
junior championship on their junior 
yearling bull and the junior cham- 
pionship on their flashy ‘‘Seven Up” 
calf. 

Maytag’s Forum Priscilla Orms- 
by topped the class of 12 aged cows 
in milk, with ‘‘Hulda’’ their veteran 
of last season in third place. George 
Bell showed the senior and grand 
champion cow of the show, Ormsby 
Sylvius Dewdrop, the big bodied dry 
six-year-old that was reserve grand 
the week before at Toronto. May- 
tag’s ‘“Maudlene’’ was a good topper 
among the six good uddered milking 
three-year-olds, showing enough ex- 
tra size and scale to put her easily 
at the top. 

The senior yearlings staged a 
battle of the century for the top 
spots, Maytag’s big noble Lawn- 
wood heifer, Jack Fraser’s nifty Ille- 
hee Nig daughter and Silver Acres 
Segis Sensation shown by Fred 
Thornton, causing all the excitement. 
When judged Innes waved in the 
clerk to pass out the ribbons, Lawn- 
wood stood down in third place, with 
the Thornton heifer on top, and Fra- 
ser’s calf at second. The top top- 


pers lacked the scale of the big well 
developed Maytag heifer who showed 
at a disadvantage that day behind 
her shoulders and _ lacked _ the 
straighter tail setting of the two 
smaller and finer boned Canadian 
heifers. Ringside opinion was di- 
vided on the placing, with most of 
the boys agreeing that the Maytag 
heifer had to be in either first or 
third place. The Thornton heifer 
was soon made junior champion of 
the show, over the painstakingly 
shown calf of Henry Halliday, a 
small but awfully tidy little bundle 
of Holstein. 

Colby Lewis won the coveted sen- 
ior get of sire with the offspring of 
Willow Farm Francy the Great, 
which included the ‘Rooker’ bull. 
Jack Fraser’s classy and uniform 
junior get by Illehee Nig, beat May- 
tag’s Concentrate youngsters for 
the red (first) award. The unde- 
feated Beechwood progeny of May- 
tag’s beat George Bell’s Mantel Vee- 
man progeny that was fourth nt 
Toronto. 

Most impressive list of winnings 
went to the invading Maytag string 
and included the junior and reserve 
junior champion bulls, the reserve 
grand champion cow, with six firsts, 
four seconds and six third ribbons 
for their trophy room, J. M. Fraser 
won 15 ribbons that included four 
first and five seconds, ‘with Bell, 
Lewis, McCarthy and James sharing 
the best part of the remaining 
awards.

A Bull Problem 


NE of our subscribers in Illinois writes us ir 
O raise the question as to what becomes of the ae 
partially proven bulls from our smaller -— 
which have to be disposed of to avoid inbreeding. He 
suggests bologna as the probable answer to the question. 
In his own case, he has a well bred bull of good = 
whose first three daughters are starting off in production 
better than their dams. We note from his figures tha 
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these three daughters as two-year-olds are averaging 
over 50 lbs. milk a day for their first month, over 40 
ibs. for nearly six months and just under 40 lbs. daily 
for eight months, with butter fat tests ranging from 
31 to 3.6%. Their type suits him and he feels that the 
fifteen daughters of this sire in his herd will make an 
excellent foundation for his future breeding. 


This breeder has secured a young bull to mate with 
the daughters of the older sire, but does not feel that 
the size of his herd permits him to maintain two herd 
pulls and he is puzzled by the fact that no one seems 
to want an older bull, even one that has gone far enough 
as a sire to demonstrate what he can do. 


Prof. Wing used to say that an old bull was the 
hardest thing on the farm to sell as well as the hardest 
thing to buy. We are wondering if any one would be 
interested in availing themselves of the service if some 
sort of a clearing house could be established for the ex- 
change of these proven bulls? 


Factors in the market for older bulls, except in cases 
of sensational performance which seems to be in breed- 
ers’ minds in making their selections, is the possible 
lack of equipment for handling an old bull safely; pos- 
sibilities of bringing in disease; inconvenience of possible 
lack of active performance in service, and perhaps the 
eternal hope that the young bull may prove greater than 
a tried sire whose limitations are to some extent known. 


It is a tragedy, however, and one of the factors con- 
tributing to the retarding of breed progress, that so 
many sires are sent to the block before their real worth 
is recognized. 

Are there any of our farmer-breeder subscribers in 
the same position as our Illinois reader, who would like 
to consider an exchange of partially proven sires? We 
are curious to know what the reaction may be to this 
suggestion. 





Ernest Janisse 


ETERAN dairymen in Michigan and in the United 
V States will recall with great pleasure the many 

visits and friendly contacts they experienced with 
Ernest Janisse when he supervised a generation ago the 
official milk records of all of the best dairy cows. Such 
visits will occur no more for Ernie, as his multitude of 
friends called him, passed away at Williamston, Septem- 
ber 18, after a lingering illness. 

Born at Tecumseh, Canada, in 1874, Mr. Janisse be- 
came dairy herdsman at Michigan State College (M. A. 
C.) in 1911. While at that institution a fine young 
Brown Swiss cow, College Bravura 2d; a Guernsey cow, 
Carrie of Hillhurst; and a Holstein, College Belle But- 
ter Lass, achieved world’s fame under Ernie’s guidance. 

Holstein breeders will recall Ernie as herdsman at 
the famous Lakewood herd owned and operated by the 
Battle Creek Sanitarium, Battle Creek, Michigan, until 
1918, after which time he returned to Michigan State 
College to become official test and herd improvement 
registry supervisor. As such all breeders of registered 
dairy cattle in Michigan knew Ernie best, for he was 
devout, patient, tactful, cheerful and shrewd in his tasks. 

In 1921 Ernie was officially designated by the United 
States government to escort 100 dairy bulls to France 
to help restore value to that country’s depopulated dairy 
stock. For these services the French government gave 
Mr. Janisse an official citation. 

During recent years, Mr. Janisse owned and oper- 
ated his own farm at Williamston, where he was highly 
esteemed for his excellent character. 

Funeral services were held at Williamston, and in- 
terment occurred at Tecumseh, Canada.

>a ey Ames. While the author states in his preface 
san he book was not prepared for the practical dairy- 
= + does incorporate a wealth of knowledge that 

uld be of practical use to him. The mere mastery of 
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the theories of milk production would make any dairy- 
man a better ‘“‘cow man.” 


The book is well illustrated:with pictures and dia- 
grams all the way through, and while it necessarily uses 
many technical terms, it is by no means rendered unin- 
telligible to the unscientifically trained reader. Chap- 
ters are devoted to udder anatomy; theories of milk se- 
cretion; factors affecting the amount and composition of 
milk, such as breed differences, feed, condition, stage of 
lactation, and intervals between milking; hormones and 
the part they play; other factors such as type and its 
relation to production, persistancy in milking, the ef- 
fects of different. methods of milking; and the effect of 
feed on the amount and composition of milk. 


For the student of dairying who wishes to go even 
more thoroughly into the subject, the author has listed 
695 references which he cites in his book.

SUGGESTIONS ON SELECTIVE REGISTRATION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


The following is a suggestion for Selective Registra- 
tion. 


Because it was believed that any such plan should 
be for the general improvement of the breed, only the 
bulls should be considered for this registration. Our 
present A. R. and Herd Testing plans, together with 
Type Classification, it was thought that the female side 
was well enough taken care of. 


That there should be three classes, either 1st, 2nd 
and 3rd, but the title of Bronze, Silver and Gold was 
preferred if it could be arranged that it would not inter- 
fere with any other use of these words made at the pres- 
ent time. 


The Bronze to be given to a bull between the age 
of 10 months and 18 months of age. At this time he is 
to pass a Type and Color Marking inspection. There 
is no need to mention of the Type requirements except 
that he should rate at least Good Plus. In Color mark- 
ings he should not be more than 85% either white or 
black, that he should not show any speckled tendency, 
that he should not show any black hair below the pastern 
and that the hoofs should not show more than 50% 
black, that there should not be any red sheen to the 
black markings and no sign whatsoever of the black 
and white mixture as appears in old animals. 


Between the age of 3 and 3% years, a second inspec- 
tion to be made of the sire and the young calves that he 
has sired. If they meet the Type Classification of at 
least Good, that is that none are below Good and that 
the animals examined represent at least 80% of the 
females credited to his service. At this time he should 
also be classified and upon passing at least a Good Plus 
class he should receive the Silver. In these inspections 
of the Get, particular attention should be given to 
straightness of legs, color markings around the hoof, 
and any bad legs or black markings should be counted 
against final credits. 


When the bull is six years of age or when at least 
10 females in milk for at least cne year, a third inspec- 
tion should be made. This should be almost entirely 
for the Get, quality of udders, straightness of legs and 
general type of 80% of females credited to the bull of 
this age should classify Good or better. Only the subject 
of percent test was considered necessary and it was be- 
lfeved that a 3.5% should be had for all daughters of 
milking age. Upon passing this inspection the Gold 
should be awarded the bull. 

Because it is quite evident that Get of such bulls 
will be in great demand, Birth Reports must be received 
within one month of the birth of the calf at the associa- 
tion office and failure to do so, there cannot be any reg- 
istration of this sale. Death reports, sales of animals to 
slaughter and reasons, and any other losses of Get to 
be reported with proper provisions for prematures re- 
cording. 

In closing I desire to give credit to the following in 
contributing to the above: Jesse Kurtz, Willis Huns- 
berger, Earl Groff, Ben Ballard and Roy Bowen. While 
we did not agree on all points, as for instance, the per- 
cent test and the percent black or white marking, but in 
all we must have a start and changes can be made as it 
may warrant.

Two-year-old bulls will bring out Cornucopia Laq 
Wardlaw, first and reserve grand champion at New Yor, 
for Wait Farms; Sir Bessie Monogram, grand champion 
at Minnesota and usually first elsewhere for Elmwood: 
Waupun Tritomia Fobes Homestead, first at Illinois for 
Wisconsin Board; Sir Man-O-War Rue, consistent high 
money bull for Maytag and Johnson; Cornell Royal 
Blend, a star with the Cornell University string; Man- 
O-War Bessie of Osage Lane, winner at Ohio and Indiana 
for Zeldenrust, making a strong class. 

In the three-year-old bull class the undefeated grand 
champion, Illini Princess Mabel Lad with Michigan State 
Herds will meet for the first time Canada’s undefeated 
three-year-old, Rooker Francy the Great, owned by 
Colby C. Lewis, as well as Wait Farm Baron Ormsby 
Fobes, first in class at New York and Posch Ormsby 
Fobes 11th, winner at Wisconsin for Maytag and Finster 
& Eckel. Don’t bet your shirt on this class until you 
see them together in the ring. 

For aged bulls we should have Pietertje Ormsby 
Denver Prince, Wisconsin Board’s grand champion at 
Wisconsin and Iowa; Dunloggin Woodmaster, grand 
champion at Maryland; Man-O-War Ormsby Posch and 
King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 36th, both strong con- 
tenders all season; and there are likely to be more. Per- 
haps Cornell may bring out Cornell Pride, last year’s 
hot three-year-old and if Jack Fraser brings over his 
{llehee Model Palmyra, don’t be surprised to see him 
pretty well up in the money. 

Lewis & Sons showed a number of good bulls at Ohio 
and may have something hot in several of the above 
classes; and on a recent Call at Lauxmont I saw some 
pretty fair bulls under blankets of assorted ages that 
may make no little trouble. Also Reynolds Wait might 
spring a surprise and bring out his perennial grand 
champion, Cornucopia Lad Posch, just to make things 
tough for the boys. 

As soon as the male championships are judged they 
will start in with heifer calves and what a class that 
should be! There will be Elmwood’s undefeated Bessie 
Ormsby Winnie, with a string of junior championships 
under her belt. Fraser and Vaillancourt will have 4 
flock of red hot baby daughters of Illehee Nig. Cornell’s 
flashy little daughter of Royal Blend was junior cham- 
pion at New York, with a Wait calf not far behind her 
in class. Pabst and Wisconsin Board calves have been 
right up around the top all season, as has the Maytag 
calf. Many of the single entries are likely to be heifer 
calves to make this a grand line. 

Junior yearling heifers will include Clarence Smith's 
‘“‘Eugene” from Jackson Prison, junior champion at Mis- 
souri and Ohio. Wisconsin Board, Elmwood and Fraser 
have all had junior yearlings in first place at major 
shows. Wait Farms had two in second and third spots at 
New York. Maytag, Pabst and Cornell should be found 
in the money line, as should Zeldenrust. 

Fred R. Thornton of Canada has a single entry which 
we assume might be his senior yearling heifer, Silver 
Acres Segis Sensation, junior champion at London and 
out to try to repeat her win over Lawnwood Marathon 
Laura, the Maytag heifer that has been undefeated in 
American competition, but who dropped to third at 
London. The Fraser daughter of Illehee Nig that placed 
second over “‘Laura” at London may also be at Colull- 
bus. Those big Elmwood senior yearlings get harder 
and harder to beat as the season rolls along, one golle 
to the top at Minnesota. Wait Farms won this class at 
New York with a daughter of Cornell Pride. Pabst 
Moncader Belmont and an Oostie-bred heifer with Michi- 
gan State Herds should be in the money, as should one 
or more of the Wisconsin Board entries. 

Following the junior champion placing, the last class 
of the day will be Junior Gets, a class Jack Fraser 
accustomed to win in Canada with his Illehee Nig youns- 
sters, just as Elmwood usually wins it in the States with 
baby Bessies. Maytag should have a nice group by “Co2- 
centrate.” Cornell and Wait each had two good entries

Tripping with Bill Baird 


If you never chauffered for Bill 
Baird when he was on a cow hunt 
you have a rich experience coming 
to you. In an elapsed time of 37 
hours we spent five hours in a hotel 
bed, about twelve hours in barns and 
cow pastures and drove the last 
year’s Chev. just over 700 miles. 

Left Syracuse just after an early 
lunch on a Thursday—Bill, by the 
way having driven until 4 A. M. the 
previous night—-and scurried down 
the Cherry Valley Trail and over to 
River Meadow Farms at Portland- 
ville, where Bill had some Associa- 
tion business to talk over with Dorr. 
spent the p. m there, and between 
gulps of Mrs. McLaury’s home made 
ice cream and cake looked the cows 
over and had the grand visit one al- 
ways has with Dorr. Creamelle 
Ormsby Direct was just being milked 
and we saw her mess weighed—17.1 
Ibs. as one of her four daily milk- 
ings. Her figures to date, 25,721 lbs. 
milk, 940 lbs. fat with 42 days yet 
go. Her son, who is to go to Martin 
Buth, was in the stall on one side 
of her and on the other was a grand 
old mammy with over 900 Ibs. fat in 
a year and a life production well 
over 140,000 lbs. milk. The show 
herd was at their county fair. 

Declining a pressing invitation to 
stay to supper, we broke away about 
five o’clock, had ham and eggs at 
a gas station in Tunkhannock, Pa., 
and hove into Sunbury just before 
midnight for a few hours sleep.

Wire 
from Hod Norton giving perferential 
report on the Nettie heifer—8s07.5 
lbs. fat, 19,990.6 lbs. milk as a Class 
B senior two, just nicely breaking 
the National Record. In 305 days she 
has 717.8 lbs. fat, far ahead of the 
present National Record if she quali- 
fies and as she was bred January 29 
to Admiral should easily qualify. 
Burdick reports he has sold 45 
bulls this summer for breeding pur- 
poses but has plenty left in this 
herd of way over 300 head and he 
let us pick out a number of real 
ones for the U. S. National.

States. The weather was perfect on 


the sale day, but torrential rains, 
floods, and train wrecks occurrred 
during the few days before and af- 
ter the 12th. The sale, held in the 
blue and silver decorated implement 
shed on farm number one, started an 
hour late, waiting for the arrival of 
a train, running several hours be- 
hind schedule because of floods and 
train wrecks, bringing auctioneer 
Walter Andrews, Glen Householder, 
and several bidders. Gene Mack and 
Walter split the job of auctioneer- 
ing, with Bob Melin assisting from 
the box. The 42 animals scheduled 
to sell before lunch were disposed of 
by 12:15, with the sale continuing 
again at 1:00 P. M., in a spirited 
burst of bidding for the top animals, 
the 135th consignment leaving the 
ring by five o’clock 

The highlight of the sale was the 
enthusiastic bidding for King Bessie 
Korndyke Ormsby 14th, last year’s 
National grand champion, who 
looked in fully as good show condi- 
tion as he did in the ring at Colum- 
bus last year, although weighing 
considerably less. Bidding reached 
the thousand dollar level in the first 
two minutes, with what appeared to 
be just a starter. H. S. Gilkey of 
Minneapolis, was a strong contend- 
er, but the bidding never went above 
Thomas V. Sullivan’s offer of one 
thousand. Mr. Sullivan, a Chicago 
business man who is starting a Hol- 
stein farm at Fairchild, Wisconsin, 
was one of the strongest bidders of 
the sale, taking 15 head for a total 
of $3,175. Cyrus DeCoster, of St. 
Paul, was the biggest buyer, win- 
ning the bid on 25 animals, includ- 
ing four or five of the top females. 
Bidding on the junior herd sire, 
Butter King Ormsby of Quality 
Park, also brought smiles to the 
faces of owner Charles Ward, and 
sales manager Art Petersen. This 
yearling son of Carnation Ormsby 
Sir Bessie, who was by Sir Inka May 
out of Carnation Ormsby Butter 
King, started at a measley $100, 
worked slowly up to the 200-dollar 
mark. At this point Mr. Sullivan 
entered the bidding, with the other 
contender the Minnesota State Prison 
at Stillwater, whose $800 offer took 
the bull after a spirited bidding bat- 
tle. 

Anoka State Hospital, Anoka, 
Minnesota, made a good buy of Qual- 
ity Park Sir Ormsby Fobes for $500. 
He is a son of the well known Sena- 
tor Ormsby Fobes of Silver Glen. 
They also bought the high female of 
the sale, Quality Park Ormsby Eva, 
a daughter of Sir Ormsby of Quality 
Park with a 519-pound fat, 307-day 
Class C record. She went at $425. 
Other heavy buyers were the Okla- 
homa State Institutions, 18 head; 
Mrs. Ruth P. Malcolm of Chetek, 
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Wisconsin, 13 head; Moose Lake 
State Hospital, Moose Lake, Minne- 
sota, 10 head; and A. W. Ackerman, 
Omaha, Nebraska, who bought five 
females. 

A number of new breeders from 
the vicinity of the Twin Cities and 
Southern Minnesota, got started in 
the business at this sale and there 
was a large crowd of spectators from 
that area who followed the spirited 
bidding with interest. The owner, 
Mr. Charles Ward, showed his grat- 
ification in the fine outpouring of 
Holstein breeders attending the dis- 
persal of the herd he had so pride- 
fully developed, that he purchased 
the entire supply of lunches and in- 
vited the large crowd to be his 
guests. It is understood that he will 
continue as a breeder of Belgian 
horses and may establish a herd of 
Herefords on the farm.

Despite the torrential rains which 
pelted the top half of the east jp 
mid-September, Earlville No. 97 at. 
tracted a healthy crowd on Septem. 
ber 21, at Earlville, N. Y., with two 
out of state buyers in the sales ligt. 
82 catalogued animals and a few 
young calves totalled $10,042.50 to 
average $122.47. Picking these fig. 
ures to pieces, we find approximately 
one-quarter of the offering consisted 
of Canadian-bred two-year-olds not 
close to calving and these tended to 
drag down the average, the 22 head 
selling for $107.16 each. There were 
no bred heifers and only three head 
under the 2-year mark. The 48 fe- 
males in milk was sold to average 
$131.77.

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WESTERN IDAHO STATE FAIR

Following the dedication cermony 
jn honor of King Segis 10th, the 
western Idaho State Fair at Boise 
pought out an exceptionally classy 
Holstein exhibit for G. E. Gordon of 
California to judge. 

The high spot of the show, in 
opinion of the judge, was the senior 
and grand champion cow, owned by 
Intermountain Institute at Weiser. 
This grand individual, Pearl Korn- 
dyke Lyons, was crowned queen of 
the show earlier in the day, being 
a great, great, great grand daughter 
of King Segis 10th. This cow weigh- 
ing about 1,600 pounds is the very 
essence of quality. She has a broad, 
square rump, and a tightly attached 
udder, even though she did produce 
535 lbs. fat in 315 days on twice a 
day milking this past year. Her 
heart girth is enormous and very 
smoothly molded. 

A shiny black daughter of Prince 
Tobe Johanna Beets, not yet fresh, 
topped a fine class of two year olds 
to bring this award to S. B. Hall 
of Troutdale, Ore. A 4 year old 
daughter of the ‘‘Tobe”’ bull was re- 
serve grand champion, and his get 
won a blue. (Prince Tobe Johanna 
Beets was All-American two year 
old bull in 1927). The intermountain 
Institute owned the junior champion 
bull, a grand son of Fred Eggers’ 
sire-Prince Lula May. Their junior 
yearling female, a daughter of Sleepy 
Hollow Sir Papoose Prince, wrested 
the junior championship from S. B. 
Hall’s senior yearling grand daugh- 
ter of Governor of Carnation. Hall’s 
aged bull, Hallrose Tritomia took 
the senior and grand championship 
honors.
